Stapleton is being held in Wayne 
County Jail in lieu of $5,000 bond. 
Examination is set for today in 
Romulus’ 34th District Court. The 
other defendants, all juveniles 
whose names cannot be released, 
were handed over to juvenile 
authorities. 

According to police, Stapleton was 
observed breaking and entering 
vacant homes in the Meadows 
Subdivision by neighbors who 
reported it to the Wayne County 
Sheriff Detective Bureau. He was 
identified and subsequently released 


on $10,000 bond. 

Officers believe that persons 
living in the general vicinity were 
recipients of stolen articles or items 
removed from vacant homes. In- 
vestigation is continuing and further 
arrests are anticipated. 

While in police custocfy for auto 
theft, Stapleton willingly ac- 
companied Detectives Pond and 
Lindberg to the Meadows Sub- 
division. There he pointed out many 
homes where cars were parked and 
had their tires slashed in the early 
morning hours of June 16. 

Police further said that Stapleton 
admitted directly to eight of the tire 
slashings in the Meadow's sub- 


division, located in the southeast 
portion of Romulus. 

“The persistent determination of 
Detectives Pond and Lindberg was 
instrumental in bringing the case to 
a successful conclusion/* law en- 
forcement officials at Wayne County 
Sheriff Department said. 

“The officers were stymied many 
times in their investigation by the 
indifference of neighbors who did 
not wish to be involved 

“In those instances when a citizen 
did venture forth and provide a lead, 
the officers followed it up to such a 
degree that it was beneficial in 
building the evidence that was 
compiled,” the police official said.

Huron Township agrees to 
compromise truck solution

Waltz may have seen the last of 
“the empties cornin’ back” in Huron 
Township’s battle to eliminate 
northbound heavy hauler trucks 
from rumbling through its boun- 
daries on their way back from 
Monroe to the Sumpter dump. 

Township Sup. John Puskar and 
Police Chief Joe Carney met 
Thursday afternoon with top of- 
ficials of the Wayne County Road 
Commission, with the result that, 
Puskar said, he was “very happy 
with the outcome.”

“Wayne County was Firm about 
controlling the road, which they said 
was a county road,” he explained, 
“and they wanted our signs down. 

“However, in return for that, they 
agreed that they would contact the 
M & B trucking firm, and eliminate 
the passage of emrty sand haulers 
on their trip back /rom Monroe at 
the end of the day. - '! 

Detroit Edison \.“as contacted,*’ 
Puskar said, “and they were con- 
cerned with not creating any type of 
environment hazard; so they agreed 
to communicate with the truckers in 
re-routing the empty haulers.”

Seniors ' housing 
one step closer 


The first step in a long process to 
bring senior citizen housing to 
Romulus was taken several weeks 
ago, when the Romulus School 
Board voted to sell 2.42 acres of 
school property presently occupied 
by the Romulus Elementary School 
at 11165 Olive. 

The action was taken after Leo 
Sklar, a Southfield developer, 
petitioned school officials to con- 
sider selling him the land to build a 
senior citizen housing complex. 

After several months of study and 
deliberation, the board voted to 
place the parcel up for a minimum 
bid of $200,000. 

According to Sklar, who has built 
similar structures in Wayne and 
Garden City, the school land is the 
prime piece of property in the city 
for this kind of development because 
of its clc»e proximity to the down- 
town shopping area, bank, post 
office ana Senior Citizen Drop-In 
Center on Bibblns 


If Sklar and his North Cranbrook 
Associates are the successful bid- 
ders, he said his next step will be to 
secure funding through the 
Michigan State Housing Authority, 
which funnels federal money for 
housing projects of this nature 
across the State 

Since he has already been 
designated as the city’s agent for 
senior citizen housing by the Rom- 
ulus City Council, Sklar thinks his 
chances are excellent that his 
project will be funded in Lansing, 
thus paving the way for detailed 
plans to be worked out with the city. 

If everything goes according to 
plan, Sklar hopes construction can 
begin next year, with 170-200, one 
and two-bedroom senior citizen 
apartments ready for occupancy 
before 1980.

They felt the empty trucks might 
be more desirable to eliminate, 
Puskar said, “because they tend to 
bounce around more on the soft 
she alders of the road, and being two 
larfiie vehicles, could possibly force a 
car tight off the road.” 

Trucks passing each other going in 
opposite directions were considered 
dangerous by township officials and 
police, Puskar explained 
In return for taking down the 
signs, Puskar said, the township 
“had the personal guarantee of Mike 
Berry, chairman of the road com- 
mission, that the north-bound sand 
haulers would be controlled.” 

The recently-posted signs were 
removed by 2 p.m. last Friday, 
Puskar said, and as of 4 p.m that 
same day, “we haven’t seen one 
empty coming back.** 

Before last Thursday’s meeting, 
the township had gone to court and 
won the right to post restrictive 
signs aimed at the sand haulers, 
because, he said, “it was the only 
way we seemed to be able to com- 
municate with the truckers.” 

Also before that meeting, one 
issue raised by the township officials 
was why the County Road Com- 
mission had not issued tickets to the 
huge vehicles — though both the 
State Highway Department and 
Huron Township Police had. 

The Thursday meeting ended as a 
compromise for control of the roads, 
both sides felt.

A unique program designed to 
save lives, involving nothing more 
than a plastic bottle, a piece of paper 
and masking tape, has been 
inaugurated by the Romulus 
Recreation Department on behalf of 
Romulus senior citizens. 

The program, called the “Vial of 
Life,” requires participants to at- 
tach a small plastic pill bottle 
containing vital medical-emergencv 
information under the top shelf of 
the home refrigerator. 

In case of a fire or medical 
emergency, rescue personnel will be 
alerted to its existence by a small 
decal placed on the refrigerator and 
outside house doors. 

Should a resident requiring 
treatment be unconscious or unable 
to communicate, the paper inside 
the vial contains such information 
as blood type, allergies, family 
doctor, persons to contact, hospital

numbers and even insurance 
medicaid information. 

In areas where the prog-am is in 
operation, emergency workers such 
as firefighters, police officers and 
ambulance drivers say the program 
saves valuable time often spent 
searching for information through 
wallets, purses and cupboards, or 
trying to gain information from a 
disabled accident victim or an ex- 
cited relative or neighbor 
They said the program is 
especially valuable for elderly 
persons or for persons who live

Restored outposts, homesteads 
and factories across Michigan 
mirror a time when life was simpler 
but by no means easier, according to 
Automobile Club of Michigan. 

Attractions in 20 communities 
were chosen by Auto Cldt) because 
they help preserve the Wolverine 
State’s past The exhibits show the 
way it was from the time of the first 
settlers and during the days of 
French rule to when Michigan laid 
its foundation as an industrial giant. 

The more than 85 homes and 
buildings of Dearborn’s Greenfield 
Village provide a 300-year 
panorama of American life. Among 
the historic structures from 
Michigan and other states are 
Thomas Edison’s laboratory and the 
birthplace and tiny workshop of 
pioneer Henry Ford 

At Flint, a steam locomotive ride 
through Crossroads Village exposes 
visitors to more than a dozen local 
19th century buildings plus a 
recreation area and lake. The 
village is open Memorial Day to 
Labor Day. 

Fort Michilimackinac at 
Mackinaw City is one of four 
structures that tells of the state’s 
military history. It was built by the 
French in 1715 and has been under 
reconstruction since 1959. 

Fort Mackinac on Mackinac 
Island was garrisoned by the British 
in 1780. Its officers’ stone quarters is 
the oldest original military building 
in the Midwest and is open May 13 - 
Oct. 22. 

At the tip of Upper Michigan’s 
Keweenaw Peninsula stands the last 
original wooden fort east of the 
Mississippi River. Fort Wilkins, 
built in 1844, is part of a state park 
east of Copper Harbor. 

Detroit’s Fort Wayne overlooks 
Canada and served as an Army post 
from the Civil War through the 
Vietnam conflict. Daily from June 
through October, visitors can stroll 
restored stone ramparts along the 
Detroit River. 

While not a fort, Niles’ Fort St. 
Joseph museum contains artifacts 
from the site of a once military post 


built in 1691 and used by French, 
British and Spanish troops 

Visitors can get a bird’s-eye view 
of the Lake Michigan shoreline and 
imagine what it was like to live in a 
fort by visiting the block house at 
Muskegon State Park 

The history of Michigan’s copper 
era is told daily via tours through 
three restored log cabins at 100- 
year-old Victoria, an Upper 
Peninsula ghost town soiih of On- 
tonagon Fayette, in Fayette State 
Park near Garden in the Upper 
Peninsula, was an 1880s iron 
smelting center Five buildings 
there, including an opera house and 
lime kiln, are open Memorial Day- 
Oct. 15. 

Guides in pioneer dress at 
Hastings' Charlton Park Village and 
Museum relate the 1800s story of 
small-town Michigan The 10 
buildings there include a circa-1860 
stage coach inn, a blacksmith shop 


and bank. The attraction is open 
Memorial Day through September. 

Northville’s Mill Race Historical 
Village is open Sundays and holidays 
and features a cottage where work 
by the Northville Weavers’ Guild 
may be purchased. Livonia’s 
Quaker Acres features an 1841 farm 
house-museum and is open Wed- 
nesdays and Sundays in summer. 

Tours at Muskegon’s Heritage 
Villagetake visitors through elegant 
homes of two 19th century lumber 
barons. Ludington’s Pioneer Village 
isbuilton a Lake Michi^m bluff and 
includes that city’s first home. 
Exhibits at Muskegon and 
Ludington are open Memorial Day 
to Labor Day, with Pioneer Village 
also open over Christmas. 

At Fremont’s Windmill Gardens, 
nine restored mills remind that 
Michigan farms did not always run 
on electric power That attraction is 
open in summer and features a

Holland’s Dutch heritage is 
highlighted by two parks A 200- 
year-old Dutch windmill is the 
centerpiece of Windmill Island and 
wooden shoes are among the most 
popular souvenirs at nearby Dutch 
Village.

Dutch Village 
operates mid- April to midOctober. 

At Rockford’s Squire Street 
Square, visitors may dine inside a 
covered mill or buy blown glass, 
handmade candles and leather 
goods at 30 restored shops.

Victims ' car rolled

A Romulus man has been charged 
on two counts of manslaughter 
following a fatal traffic accident in 
Westland Saturday in which two 
elderly women died 

Lief O. Hanson, 35, of Romulus, 
was arraigned Monday in 
Westland’s 18th District Court on the 
two felony charges. A plea of not 
guilty was entered on his behalf and 
preliminary examination set for 
July 31, according to Westland 
Police Officer Peter Brokas. 

Killed in the crash were the 
driver, Marjorie O’Rourke, 61, of 
Wayne, and her mother, Cecilia 
Malone. 84, of Detroit. According to 
Brokas, the women’s 1974 
Maverick, headed north on Venoy, 
apparently rolled into, then stopped 


in the middle of the intersection 
while the light turned red. 

According to the police recon- 
struction of events, the pick-up truck 
driven east on Palmer Road by 
Hanson came into the intersection 
on a green light and struck the 
women’s car broadside 

Hanson had been drinking, ac- 
cording to the police report 


Another car, headed west on 
Palmer Road, also had the green 
light but saw the stalled Maverick in 


the intersection and stopped, Brokas 
said. 

It is unclear at this time why the 


Maverick first stopped for the red 
light, then rolled into the in- 
tersection, then rolled back and then 
forward again, Brokas said 

He added that the Maverick will 
be examined to see if there were any 
apparent defects, but that the 
vehicle may be too damaged to 
determine if there was a mechanical 
failure 

Hanson’s preliminary 


examination will determine whether 
a crime was committed and he will 
either be bound over for trial if the 
prosecutor’s offfice can prove there 
is reasonable cause to believe the 
defendant has committed the crime. 

If there isn’t enough evidence, the 
Hanson will be released 
Westland police have not yet 
determined whether there was a 
mechanical defect in the car driven 
bv the two women which would have 
caused it to roll into the intersection 
"We have had a busy week,” 
Westland police said, “and we’re 
still investigating the accident, 
along with a couple of other 
fatalities we had last week.” 

A motorcycle-auto collision at Joy 
and Newburgh also claimed the life 
of a 17-year-old Livonia youth, 
Jeffrey L Lane.

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County 
wins 11 
honors 


Wayne County has won 11 national 
achievement awards from the 
National Association of Counties 
(NACo) for excellence and in- 
novation in county government 
programs, according to Jarrette 
Simmons, chairman of the Board of 
Commissioners 

The awards were presented at the 
1978 National Association of 
Counties Annual Conference in 
Atlanta, Ga., to a three-member 
county delegation. 

Outgoing NACo President William 
O. Beach of Tennessee 
congratulated the Wayne County 
Board of Commissioners and the 
agencies involved in the 11 
programs for 1 ‘showing special 
sensitivity to human needs and for 
creating outstanding programs in 
the criminal justice area. 1 * 

Simmons said the county award 
winners have helped reduce 
crowded court dockets, made the air 
cleaner, brought nature closer to the 
urban dweller and fought crime on 
all fronts. 

"Our anti-crime programs con- 
tributed greatly to a 17 percent 
decrease in crime in Wayne County 
last year,” Simmons emphasized. 
“We would like to continue that 
trend, but a great part of our ability 
depends on a successful millage 
renewal.” 

County Proposition A which will 
be on the Aug 8 primary ballot, calls 
for a one-mill renewal for five years. 

This year the award-winning 
programs for Wayne County include 
the Sheriff’s Starship Command 


Emergency Network program, the 
Wayne County Air Polliriion Control 
program, the Eliza Howell In- 
terpretive Nature Cento* An 
Indoor-Outdoor Classroom, the 
Recorder s Court programs for 
Courtflow Improvement and Pre- 
trial Diversion; the Recorder’s 
Court Drug Program and Treatment 
Alternatives to Street Crime, the 
Out-County Circuit Court Services 
program, the Master Gardener 
program, the Wayne County 
Troubled Employees’ Assistance 
Program, programs by the Wayne 
County Office of Emergency 
Preparedness and the Respite Care 
Program headquartered at the 
Northwestern Guidance Clinic. 

In theSheriff’s Starship Command 
— deputies and volunteer CBers are 
working together to curb crime and 
aid motorists by linking up the 
citizens band radio network with the 
Sheriffs Communication Center in 
Westland. 

Volunteers operating out of 84 
home base stations in Western 
Wayne County — along with 
volunteers who man the base station 
at the communication center — take 
calls from CBers about stranded 
motorists, traffic conditions and 
potential crimes. Sheriff’s cars 
(calledStarships) respond to the CB 
reports via the communication 
center’s base station. 

The Wayne County Air Pollution 
Control has achieved dramatic 
results in cleaning the air in Wayne 
County which is one of the foremost 
manufacturing and commercial 


centers of the world, with nearly 
35,000 commercial and industrial 
establishments and 870,000 housing 
units. It has reduced the total annual 
emissions of pollutants (suspended 
particulate matter and sulfur 
oxides) from 670,000 tons to 178.000 
tons. 

The Eliza Howell Interpretive 
Nature Center is the county’s new 
$800,000 nature facility, built 
primarily with state recreation 
bonds, to bring urban dwellers 
closer to nature. Ideally located on 
the Detroit-Western Wayne County 
border, its nature trails, fauna and 
flora exhibits, educational tours, 
lectures and programs, are readily 
accessible to hundreds of thousands 
of county residents and visitors. 

Recorder’s Court Courtflow 
Improvement program im- 
plemented a “crash” effort to clear 
crowded court dockets and jail cells 
of persons awaiting trial, thereby 
saving the county millions of dollars 
in prisoner housing costs. In one 
year, the criminal caseload was 
reduced by 3,000 cases. This court 
now has a ”90 Days to Trial” 
standard which exceeds the national 
standard for bringing a case to trial. 

Recorder’s Court Drug and 
Alternatives to Street Crime 
program attempts to reduce the 
felony recidivism rate for drug- 
dependent defendants, many of 
whom are on probation. It was 
discovered that without specialized 
drug treatment and counseling, this 
group tended to repeat felonies at 
the rate of 61 percent. Today, the 
recidivism rate stands at 27.8 per- 


cent, and only 13 percent were felony 
charges. 

The out-county Circuit Court 
Services Program was set up to save 
suburban police departments time, 
money and manpower Satellite 
courts were set up so that criminal 
pre-trials could be conducted in or 
near the community where the 
crime occurred. Previously, police, 
witnesses, lawyers and others had to 
travel to downtown Detroit for this 
service. 

In Master Gardener the Wayne 
County Cooperative Extension 
Service and Wayne County Com 
munity College turns experienced 
gardeners into “Master Gardeners 
who then go out into the community 
and teach interested citizens and 
homeowners about horticulture The 
Master Gardeners participate in 
public garden clinics, flower day at 
Eastern Market, special community 
restoration projects — and make 
field visits to homes to help citizens 
on a one-to-one basis All projects 
total more than 1,000 hours of 
valuable time. , 

Troubled Employees’ Assistance s 
goal is to help employees resolve 
problems that interfere with work 
performance such as alcoholism, 
depression, financial difficulties, 
marital troubles, physical illness 
and drugs Tire program is an 
education, prevention, treatment, 
rehabilitation and follow-up method 
that is staffed entirely by county 
volunteers who do nate personal time 
at no cost. The public benefits 
through reduction of absenteeism 
and better job performance.

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Romulus 'pioneer' 
reaches National 
Guard milestone 


Nikki Newman, already a pioneer 
in the Michigan Army National 
Guard, has reached another 
milestone 

When the Romulus resident joined 
the Guard five years ago, she 
became the first nurse in the entire 
Michigan Guard. On July 19, she was 
promoted from the rank of captain 
to major, 

Maj. Newman is chief nurse for 
the 207th Combat Support Hospital, 
headquartered in Detroit. Her job 
calls for her to supervise other 
nurses within the unit, an in- 
creasingly important job as more 
womenjointheunitas nurses There 
now are 11 nurses in the unit, a 
definite change from just five years 
ago. 

Maj. Newman says she isn’t sure 
why other women have signed on for 
stints in the Guard, but she admits 
her own reasons have little to do 
with, being a pioneer 

“It’s sort of a patriotic sense of 
duty,” she said. “I enjoy giving 
something of myself to my country 
But I enjoy it, too It’s a different 
challenge It’s a different world. You 
can grow in different areas ’’ 

A registered nurse, Maj. Newman 
spent two years in the Army, in- 
cluding a year-long tour in Korea. 
After leaving the Army, she took a 
job as a nurse at the Veterans Ad- 
ministration Hospital in Allen Park 
While there, a National Guard 
sergeant who was one of her 
patients, suggested she explore 


opportunities in the Michigan 
National Guard. She took his advice 
and soon was a member of the 
Detroit unit She still is employed at 
the VA hospital, currently as an 
operating nurse 

As a member of the National 
Guard, Maj. Newman attends 
meetings with her unit one weekend 
a month. Each summer she takes 
part in two weeks of annual training 
at the Camp Grayling Military 
Reservation This year’s training 
session for her unit was July 8-22 
While at Camp Grayling, she works 
at the camp dispensary or at the 
field hospital 

Training sessions sometimes cut 
into her free time, but Maj. Newman 
says she doesn’t mind. 

It’s like belonging to a big club 
that meets once a month,’’ she said. 

Her husband is not a member of 
the Guard, but he too apparently 
doesn’t mind the extra time required 
of her by the Guard 

“Whatever makes me happy 
makes him happy.” 

Nearly 6,000 men and women of 
the Michigan Army National Guard 
were involved in the two-week an- 
nual training at Camp Grayling. The 
units run the gamut from 
engineering units to military police, 
and from signal units to medical 
detachments. The units are 
headquartered in various armories 
around the state, from Calumet to 
Monroe and from Flink to Cold- 
water.

Wayne County Commissioner Richard E. Man 
ning, testifying in Washington before the House 
Economic Development Subcommittee, has called 
for separate consideration of public works funding 
for communities with populations below 50,000. 

Manning, who is vice-chairman of the county 
board, testified on House Bill 12993, the Ad- 
ministration’s proposed “labor intensive public 
works,’ program. The legislation would provide $1 
billion for each of the next three years to state and 
local governments for the repair of public facilities. 
Fifty percent of the jobs created must be made 
available to the long-term unemployed, particularly 
minorities and youth

Although indicating support for a public works 
rehabilitation program, Manning took issue with 
the procedure for allocating the funds.

Special interest 
legislation milestone 


A new milestone in special interest 
legislation was reached in Lansing 
recently with the governor’s signing 
into law Public Act 140. 

That legislation mandated that all 
line haul buses purchased by the state 
must be accessible to the handicapped 
and senior citizen. 

While on the surface such legislation 
would appear to rank with motherhood 
and apple pie, on closer examination it 
represents just another example of 
our lawmakers’ inability to handle the 
difficult and potentially dangerous 
political issues. 

At issue here is not just the right of 
the handicapped and senior citizen to 
the benefits of convenient transport 
systems. Also at issue is the 
unresolved question of just how far, 
and at what price, our lawmaker’s will 
go to insure political friendship with 
special interest groups. 

The line haul buses which must now 
be equipped with the lift mechanism to 
comply with the new state law will 
cost, on the average, up to $11,000 
more per unit than comparable buses 
without the lift. 

Considering that only a small 
percentage of the states handicapped 
citizens are confined to wheel chairs 
which the new mandated lifts were 
designed to accommodate, the state- 
wide cost of such very limited special 
interest legislation will certainly far 
exceed the potential value to the 
state’s citizens. 

While we would not question the 
general value of programs to ease the 
burdens faced by Michigan’s han- 
dicapped citizen, we must question the 
wisdom of legislation that will 
ultimately cost the taxpayer millions, 
while providing a very few with, at 
best, a poor solution to the problems 
associated with transportation. 

To us at Associated Newspapers, it 
would have made much more sense to 
simply expand on the concept of mini- 
buses throughout the state. Currently, 
several Michigan communities now 
provide door-to-door bus service for 
their senior or handicapped citizens. 

The specter of wheelchair bound 
citizens waiting on the corner for the 
specially equipped buses to arrive, 
appears incongruous. 

For the handicapped citizen, the 


choice between pick up at the home 
versus the obviously poor second 
choice of having to wait at the bus 
terminal or outdoor bus stop, really 
represents no choice at all. It will only 
be a matter of time until those newly- 
equipped line haul buses are 
recognized for what they really 
represent--the political clout 
possessed by well organized special 
interests. 

Few pieces of legislation to come out 
of Lansing have pointed up so well the 
necessity for limits on government 
spending. 

With our state’s lawmakers un- 
willing or unable to deal with special 
interest groups who would tap the 
state treasury for their own ad- 
vantage, it becomes obvious again 
that if the money is unlimited, 
politicians will engage in unlimited 
spending. 

Lest we incur the wrath of the 
handicapped citizens of the state, it 
should be pointed out that we have 
consistantly supported legislation 
which would help bring the han- 
dicapped citizen back into the 
mainstream of life. We support the 
handicappers right to engage in his or 
her chosen field, and we oppose those 
who would closet the handicapped 
from general view. But legislation of 
such dubious value as Public Act 140 
should be opposed by any one truly 
interested in securing for all the equal 
sharing of the state’s wealth toward 
the end of providing needed services. 

Congress is currently engaged in a 
discussion of the relative value of 
mandating lifts for the nations buses. 

Manufacturers and operators of 
buses are now telling the Washington 
lawmakers that the nation’s han- 
dicapped will not use the new and 
costly transbus or the handicapped- 
accessible subways. 

We reluctantly agree with industry 
when it claims the experiment will 
prove to be a horribly expensive 
mistake. 

We think it is time for rational men 
to sit down and develop rational an- 
swers to the handicapped tran- 
sportation problem. Unfortunately, 
the mandated lift-equipped linehaul 
buses does not appear to even be a 
candidate.

Energy crisis revisited

Although it may seem to the general 
public that the “energy crisis” has abated, 
it is still very much with us in terms of high 
fuel prices and the uncertainty of future 
fuel supplies. Therefore, many of us are 
constantly seeking ways to encourage 
more efficient use of the fuels we use 
today. 

One of the approaches which has become 
popular in recent years is vanpooling. 

This involves the use of a multi- 
passenger van— supplied by an em- 
ployer — for the purpose of transporting 
people to and from work Most commonly, 
this involves specific communities and 
destinations, where a person lives in one 
city and works in another. 

I have introduced a package of bills 
which I hope will stimulate more van- 
pooling programs in Michigan. Two have 
passed the House and are now in the 
Senate, while one remains in the House 
Taxation Committee. 

House Bill 5374 places the responsibility 
for vanpooling in the State Highway 
Department 

The Department would develop a 
comprehensive state ridesharing program 
which would examine and recommend the 
use of various ridesharing methods with 
significant attention given to vanpooling. 
The Department would also help local 
agencies plan and set up ridesharing 
programs and, where appropriate, con- 
tract and provide matching funds for such 
programs. 

House Bill 5373 would exempt any 
vanpooling program from regulation by 


the Public Service Commission, which 
regulates all motor carriers in Michigan. 
Much of the present success of vanpool 
programs comes from their informal and 
flexible nature, which would certainly be 
lost if the PSC were involved. 

The bill defines a vanpool program as a 
nonprofit group of three or more vehicles 
sponsored, organized and approved by a 
business or state agency for its employees 
or members. The vehicles used would have 
to have a seating capacity of 15 passengers 
or less and be for travel between home and 
work, with the driver also being a 
“commuter.” 

House Bill 5674 would involve state in- 
centives for vanpooling and, much of that 
would be spent anyway in terms of salaries 
for Highway Department employees and 
such. Any additional tax money spent to 
encourage vanpooling would be certainly 
worth the investment. 

The third bill, HB 5670, would entitle 
people who buy gasoline for use in a 
vanpooling program to a refund of the 
gasoline tax paid on that fuel. The 
Taxation Committee is giving careful 
consideration to this bill. 

Also, sufficient safeguards have been 
included to prevent abuse of the exemp- 
tion. Again, though, I believe that any drop 
in revenue would be more than offset by 
the increased energy conservation that 
this program would encourage 

As I said earlier, vanpooling programs 
have enjoyed great success in some other 
states and in particular locations in 


Michigan. They are basically self- 
supporting, involve little or no cost to the 
public and in fact save money for the 
people who participate in them. For areas 
like western Wayne County where there is 
really no general, dependable form of 
public transportation, they provide an 
ideal travel option for commuters. 

However, no matter what the program, 
no matter how well it is provided for, it will 
only be successful if people will use it. The 
fact remains that only a small percentage 
of today’s workers are participating in 
some form of vanpooling program. The 
reason, of course, is our love affair with 
the private car. 

The independence we have from our 
private transportation is a deeply- 
ingrained part of the American way of life, 
and we have seen time and time again that 
American won’t give it up unless they are 
absolutely forced to. Even at the time of 
the Arab oil embargo nearly 5 years ago, 
when gasoline prices doubled, the 
American motorist stayed off the road 
only for a brief period of time. Now that 
everyone has accepted higher gas prices 
as a fact of life, we’re back on the road in 
full force. 

It may well be that the public will insist 
on having and driving private cars as long 
as fuel is available for them, no matter 
what the price. As long as that continues, 
the demand for various forms of mass 
transportation will continue to lag way 
behind our ability to provide it. Vanpooling 
provides an inexpensive method of 
transportation while providing savings for 
individuals and business alike.

Health Beat 


Profession of Dentistry 

Part 1

For the past three years, I have in this 
column, devoted most of my space to 
medicine as practiced in hospitals by 
physicians and other professionals who 
serve as adjuncts in medical therapy. 

I’m going to start today a series on 
another health care discipline which can 
have a profound effect on over all well 
being; I have a specific reference to the 
profession of dentistry. 

Many years ago, a Sumerian clay tablet 
was unearthed in Euphrates Valley during 
an archeological dig. Inscribed on the 
tablet was a theory that toothache was 
caused by the presence of a parasitic 
worm which had somehow made its way 
into the tooth. 

The date assigned to this tablet was 5000 
B.C. This theory continued for six and a 
half millennia - as late as 1540 A.D., 
Ambroise Pare, the founder of scientific 
surgery, gave his approval to the worm- 
pain relationship 

Herodotus, who is known as the father of 
history and who was a contemporary of 
Hippocrates, the father of medicine, 
provided the first general medicine. 

“The art of medicine,” he wrote in the 
4th century B.C., is so practised (sic) in 
Egypt that there is found an individual 
healer for each individual distemper; 
some take charge of disorders of the eyes, 
others those of the head, others those of the 
teeth ...” 

Apollonia, the daughter of a magistrate 
of Alexandria, after tortures which in- 


cluded the breaking and knocking out of all 
her teeth, suffered martyrdom at the stake 
for her faith about 249 A.D. 


In Christian hagiology, St Apollonia is 
the comforter and reliever of toothache 
sufferers She is possibly the best know of 
20 Christian saints invoked for relief of this 
age-old malady. 

Perhaps no other ill to which the flesh is 
heir has elicited so many proposed 
remedies as have diseases of the mouth, 
and especially toothache. 

Both pagans and early Christians 
resorted to incantations and charms. 
Prayers to the moon, running water and 
St. Apollonia were inscribed on paper by 
sufferers, and worn about the neck or over 
the heart 

Among early toothache prescriptions to 
be taken internally were: the milk of an 
ass; bear’s gall; and a mixture of crayfish 
eyes, saltpeter and sugar, dissolved in 
lemon juice. 

A helpful mouthwash to relieve an 
aching tooth could be compounded from 
frogs cooked with wine and vinegar. For 
inflamation of the gums, a recommended 
mouthwash consisted of a mixture of 
goat’s dung and goo6e drippings, or the 
brain of a hare cooked in wine. 

As hard as it may be to accept, there 
remains to this day some cultures which 
ascribe all illness as having demonologic 
origins. This would include certain 
Bosnian gypsies and isolated groups in 
India, China, Arabia, and Madagascar. 


The advent of modern dentistry can be 
dated to the early 18th century. A Fren- 
chman, Pierre Fauchard, is generally 
accepted as the father of this discipline. 

In 1728, he wrote an epochal two-volume 
series on dentistry in which he dealt 
comprehensively with a mastery far 
ahead of his time., with practically every 
phase of the art. 

Fauchard’s pioneer treatise laid the 
groundwork for modem scientific in- 
struction. Hence, French dentists enjoyed 
a supremacy which would continue for 
about 100 years before the Americans 
caught up and then surpassed them in 
knowledge of dental anatomy, therapy, 
histology, pathology et al 

The French were the first to develop a 
method of making artificial teeth from 
porcelain - a development which was to be 
refined in later years for making complete 
sets of dentures and restorations which 
resemble natural teeth. 

One of George Washington’s dentists, 
John Greenwood, not only made dentures 
for theGeneral, but in 1790 after the War of 
the Revolution, Greenwood invented a 
foot-powered drill to be used in excavating 
dental caries (cavities). 

From the parasitic worm theory of 7000 
years ago, to Fauchard, to the primitive 
foot drill of 1790, dentistry as an art and 
science has taken quantom steps in its 
development.

Smoke detectors let you sleep easier 


Suddenly, it’s here in a big way— 
the life saving smoke detector- 
alarm for the home — already 
standing guard each night for 
millions of sleeping American 
families And night time is when the 
alarms are needed most. That is 
when most of the more than 5,000 
annual U S. residential deaths from 
fires have occurred. 

Now you can do something to help 
protect your family from this 
tragedy If you haven't done so, 
install smoke warning alarms in 
your home. Some 35 million have 


been sold since their introduction 
only about five years ago 

An official of the U S. Commerce 
Department’s National Fire 
Prevention and Control Ad- 
ministration said: “We believe 
they're the single most effective 
piece of equipment ever devised to 
prevent fire deaths." 

Smoke detectors are designed to 
provide an early warning when fire 
begins Most victims actually die 
from the smoke and f umes of the fire 
before the flames reach them. 


Regulations in many states 
already require the use of smoke 
alarms, usually in new houses, 
mobile homes and housing 
developments. The federal govern- 
ment will not approve a VA <r FGA 
new housing loan unless the 
structure has detectors. 

Smoke detectors operate on either 
the ionization of photoelectric 
principle. Ionization detectors 
contain a radiation source that 
creates an electrical field. The 
detector reacts to a disturbance of 
this field by smoke particles, setting 
off an alarm.

Garden 

Doctor 

says... 

This week the Garden Doctor talks 
about: 

Q: Some branches on our 
crabapple tree are covered with 
webbing that contains dozens of 
hairy worms; what should we do? 

A: If there are only a couple af- 
fected branches, you can prune 
them out and destroy the worms. If 
several branches a re affected, spray 
with Thuridde, Dipel or Diazinon. 
These worms are called fall web- 
worms. 

Q: Our lawn has some grassy 
weeds with light green leaves. They 
grow much faster than the rest of the 
lawn and pull up very easily; will 
dandelion killer control this? 

A: No, dandelion killer does not 
control grassy weeds. What you’re 
describing sounds like yellow nut- 
sedge. Nutsedge is apparent now in 
the lawn but is not most efficiently 
controlled this late in the season 
because it has already developed 
underground tubers. Note the areas 
of the lawn where it’s growing and 
spray these zones with a herbicide 
containing DSMA next May as soon 
as the leaf blades can be detected 
among the turf blades. 

Q: Wewanttostock upon wood for 
our fireplace, will we spread Dutch 
Elm Disease, if we collect elm wood 
now? 

A: Elm logs with bark still at- 
tached should certainly not be 
brought into the neighborhood now. 
This is avoided because the bark 
beetles which carry the disease will 
be migrating from the diseased 
woodtohealthy trees during August. 
If the wood you collect has no bark 
on it them it cannot host the bettles. 
Any elm wood collected in the fall 
should either have the bark removed 
or be completely burned before next 
May, the other migration time from 
diseased wood to healthy trees. 

Q: My potted geranium has yellow 
leaves on the bottom, what does that 
mean? 

A: Geraniums thrive when their 
roots are cool and moist. When 
they’re grown in containers, 
especially small containers, the 
opposite conditions tend to occur and 
the bottom leaves yellow. To keep 
the roots cool, sink the pots into the 
soil, group them, or move to a semi- 
shady location. Check daily for dry 
soil and water as needed.

Experts recommend that you have 
a system made up of at least two 
smoke detectors— one battery 
operated ionization detectcr and one 
plug-in photo-electric detector- 
supplementing each other with their 
differing sensitivities

Michigan Consolidated Gas Co has 
begun mailing notices to its 
residential heating customers in- 
viting them to enroll in the com- 
pany’s Budget Payment Plan and 
Annual Meter Read Program. 

Under Michigan Consolidated’s 
Budget Payment Plan, a customer 
pays the same amoint on each of 12 
monthly gas bills — an amount 
equalling about half of the 
customer's estimated peak monthly 
winter heatirg bill. 

Where there are winters with 
colder-than-normal weather, it may 
become necessary to adjust the 
customer’s monthly budget amount 
upward once during the year to 
reflect the higher gas consumption.

Lawmakers concentrate on highway safety 


There has been action in the State 
Legislature this year on various 
safety bills, especially highway 
safety, according to State Rep. 
Edward Mahalak (D-38th District). 

The Romulus Democrat added 
that this year's legislation has in- 
cluded a ban of double-bottom 
tankers carrying hazardous 
materials and to regulate other 
tankers more tightly. 

Approved by the legislature just 
before summer recess was a bill to 
immediately ban the gasoline- 
carrying double-bottom tankers in 
Wayne, Oakland and Macomb 
counties, except to supply terminals 
between the hours of 12 midnight 
and 6 a.m. and on routes and at 
times set by the State Police, he 
said. 

The double-bottoms would be 
banned statewide by 1981. Urge 
single bottoms would likewise be 
banned in five years. 

The same bill also would limit 
gasoline cargos on single-bottom 
tankers to no more than 9,500 
gallons, Mahalak explained, adding 
that the restriction would apply to 
all highly-flammable liquids-those 
with a flash point of 70 degrees or 
less. 


“The big tankers have proven to 
be a serious safety and fire hazard 
on Michigan roads,” he said. “There 
have been numerous spectacular 
and sometimes fatal accidents in- 
volving the huge carriers. These 
accidents hit their peak last year, 
bring demands for tighter 
regulations and a ban on the tandem 
haulers " 

“It was widely felt that the state’s 
highways would be much safer if 
gasoline-carrying double-bottom 
tankers were prohibited and if all 
carriers were restricted to 9,500 
gallons of hazardous liquids,” he 
said. 

There also were some arguments 
that the legislation would result in 
higher gasoline prices for motorists. 
However, some representatives of 
the gasoline distribution industry 
contend that transportation costs 
have little, if any, effect on the pump 
price of 'gasoline, Mahalak con- 
tinued. 

Approved at the same time were 
two companion bills, one of which 
would lower the permitted height of 
vehicles carrying hazardous 
materials. 

The tankers have been allowed a 
height of 13 feet-6 inches. The bill 


approved by the legislature would 
reduce this to 11 feet-8** inches This 
would, for the present, apply only to 

new tankers, but would apply to all 
tankers in five years. 

Studies have indicated that tan- 
dem trucks could be redesigned in a 
way that would increase their 
stability and hence their safety on 
the highway. One of the major 
design problems with tankers ap- 
pears to be their height. By reducing 
the height of the tankers, the center 
of gravity is lowered, making them 
less likely to tip over and making 
them safer, Mahalak said. 

The other bill recognizes that the 
restrictions of the other two 
measures could pose some financial 
problems for the carriers in moving 
away from the double-bottoms and 
into lower heights.

Andrew Young, the globe-trotting 
American ambassador to the United 
Nations, will be coming to Detroit in 
September. The Metropolitan 
Detroit YMCA is sponsoring a 
“salute to Detroit” as part of the 
125th anniversary of the founding of 
the YMCA in the Motor City. 

The Ambassador has agreed to 
address a dinner to be held at Cobo 
Hall on Sept. 29. The announcement 
was made by Jack Otto, Chairman 
of the Metropolitan YMCA, who 
noted that actor Lou Gossett Jr. will 
be the master of ceremonies for the 
$50 a ticket dinner. 

The dinner and surrounding ac- 
tivities are being planned by a 
special committee of the YMCA, 
headed by Dr. William G. Anderson,

The bill provides for an ap- 
propriation which would be used for 
loans to motor carriers who have 
obtained a certificate of necessity 
from the Public Service Com- 
mission. The loans would be made to 
assist the carriers in complying with 
the new provisions of law. 

The interest rate on the loans 
would be a low 4 per cent and the 
loans would have to be repaid within 
five years, Mahalak said, adding 
that the loans are seen as a 
necessity. 

“Without such a low-interest loan 
program to assist the gasoline- 
carrying industry to comply with the 
new laws, many gasoline 
distributors and haulers would face 
financial hardship and could even be 
forced out of business,” he added. 
“This could result in disruption of 
distribution and possibly energy 


shortages because many of the 
carriers involved would not be able 
to operate their existing vehicles, 


yet might not be able to arrange 
financing to purchase new 
vehicles.”

Class helps seniors cope with vision loss

Waiting for a red light, walking on 
a green, stepping off a curb, washing 
dishes, typing a letter... 

All these normal everyday ac- 
tivities, which most people take in 
stride as part of a daily routine, 
become suddenly strange, if one is 
blind. And even frightening if one 
also is' elderly and alone 

Acting on the suggestion of one 
senior citizen who is blind and who 
had to face these problems, 
Westland Department of Aging 
Assistant Director Sylvia Kozorosky 
got together with Alice Raftary of 
the Detroit Society for the Blind ar/ 


launched a pilot program to help out 
visually impaired seniors. 

Starting out as a club, the group 
has renamed itself a class for VIPs 
(Visually Impaired Persons) and, 
with the services of a teacher from 
Detroit and a paraprofessional, are 
set to relearn the independent life, 
life. 

The 13 peopie involved this year 
have been wildly successful, Ms. 
Kozorosky reports. 

“Our goal is to make them more 
independent and more confident of 
themselves. Some people already 
have gone on to our other programs 
here at the Senior Friendship 
Center, such as knitting and dan- 
cing, and that’s what we wanted 
them to do.” 



Tasks which the VIPs had to learn 
to do all over again, according to 
George Raub Sr., who had the 
original idea, were “the art of 
homemaking, sewing, how to defrost 
a refrigerator, how — with safety — 
to pour hot liquids and how to read 
traffic signals and step off curbs to 
cross the street.” 

Instructors also taught them to 
read Braille and to use white canes 
The Lions Club recently took them to 
see the Leader Dog School in 
Rochester and has donated such 
terns as Braille watches and bingo 
game cards. 

Class members have become so 
enthusiastic, Ms. Kozorosky 
reported, that even though the 
teacher has gone for the summer, 
the group members still meet every 
Friday. 

One spirited lady, Elizabeth 
Anderson, says she bakes her own 
pies and has signed up for the 
knitting class at the center. 

“I hope to get enough people 
together for a bowling group this 
fall,” she added, saying that the only 
thing which irks her about being 


blind is: “I miss getting out to me 
shopping center alone— and I cer- 
tainly missed the Shriners parade!” 

Good as it is, the program could 
shut off this September, the 
assistant director warns, unless 
some new visually-impaired seniors 
hasten to sign up The Detroit 
Society for the Blind will only 
provide a teacher for a new group of 
people. 

“Our first group has graduated,” 
she explained. 

Since the group was reclassified 
from a club to a class, she said : "We 
can now accept people from all over 
the area— Wayne, Garden City, 
Livonia— as well as from Westland ” 

The only stipulations are that they 
are senior citizens who are seriously 
visually impaired. 

The program is well worthwhile, 
according to Ms. Anderson, who 


exclaims: “There is no reason for 
a senior citizen in Westland to be 
lonely again, when they can come 
here and enjoy the programs offered 
at the Friendship Center. 

All it takes, she said, “is that little 


extra bit of effort to get going ...” 

Seniors willing to make that little 
extra effort and to insure there will 
be another class for the blind, should

UCS directory answers questions of victims 


Long-range assistance and im- 
mediate help now are available to 
victims of domestic violence in 
Wayne, Oakland and Macomb 
counties, thanks to the efforts of 
United Community Services of 
Metropolitan Detroit. 

UCS has come up with an envelop- 
slim directory, a compact how-to- 
and-where-to-find-help booklet that 
offers answers for abused children 
and adults. 

Entitled “Help for the Victims of 
Domestic Violence”, the directory 


is only a part of UCS’s expansion of 
help for the abused child and adult. 
A special grant from the United 
Foundation has enable UCS to ex- 
pand already existing services in- 
volved in aid for the abused as well 
as establish the first Family 
Trouble Clinic. 

The new clinic is working with two 
Detroit Police precincts and is 
located at 11000 W. McNichols. The 
daily service gives help for the 
troubled family after the police are 
summoned on a home violence 
situation. 


According to UCS executive vice- 
president Richard F. Huegli: “The 
American family is undergoing a 
revolution. The change is in the 
lifestyle of families, and we have to 
tailor our services to those who need 
help living in that new lifestyle. 

“Today’s families do not 
necessarily bear resemblances to 
the family we knew 50 years ago. 
Statistics show that one of every 
seven children today is being raised 
by one parent.” 

He added that the family problems 
which once were whispered over the 



back fence are erupting into the 
open. People are reaching out for 
help which they once believed im- 
possible to get. 

He went on to say that even HEW 
is having difficulty setting up the 
White House Conference, which was 
planned for the end of 1979, because 
of basic conflicts over the definition 
of family. They are trying to come 
to terms with whether government 
assistance to families in stress 
should be neutral to all kinds of 
families, or slanted in favor of the 
traditional two-parent family. 

“We believe that the composition 
of a troubled family is not the 
primary consideration. If children 
are being abused, if wives are being 
abused, or if anyone in that family 
unit is being abused, it is vitally 
important that help be available and 
immediately,” he continued. 

Today a family unit may be one 
parent — it may be an aunt or an 
uncle or a grandparent rearing 
children and trying their best to 
fulfill the role of a parent. Problems 
from this family spill over into the 
community, and society pays the 
price — not to mention the 
tremendous price the person pays 
who is involved in that abuse. 

Huegli said that along with the 
distribution of this 14-page directory 
will be a concerted public campaign 


to get the word to those who need 
help. 

“It is of the utmost importance 
that we let the public know this kind 
of help is available. Contrary to 
general belief, domestic violence 
has no “typical victim.” The abuse 
comes from every ethnic 
background, income group, 
educational level, age, race, religion 
and marital status. It takes place in 
Detroit and Bloomfield Hills.” 

The new directory lists specific 
service centers for the three 
counties It also provides a listing of 
emergency shelters for those in 
danger of being hurt or those who 
have been hurt. The problem of 
runaways in included along with 
specific help 

Financial aid is explained for 
those who feel that they are caught 


in an abusive situation because of 
financial need There is particular 
emphasis on sources of help for child 
abuse. Not only the public agencies, 
but other sources of assistance from 
volunteer organizations, are in- 
cluded. 

Copies will be available through 
police and sheriffs departments in 
the tri-county area, school coun- 
selors, legal aid offices, libraries, 
some churches and religious 
organizations, nurses and medical 
associations, judges of all the 
courts, children's clinics and 
women’s service centers and all 
departments of Social Services.

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Some tips on air conditioning 


Getting the most comfort for the 
least money is the name of the game 
when it comes to buying a room air 

conditioner. . _ . 

Smart shoppers — those who know 
the secret to buying air con- 
ditioning — can do excactly that: 
Spend less to buy, less to operate, 
and be more comfortable 
Here’s how. 

Buy a smaller capacity unit that 
circumstances dictate. In most 
cases, an air conditioner with 1,000 
to 1,500 BTUH less capacity than 
one with too much cooling capacity. 

The reason is that comfort 
depends upon temperature and 
humidity. A room air conditioner 
dehumidifies only while the com- 
pressor is operating. The com- 
pressor of a smaller unit operates 
almost continuously, maintaining 
excellent dehum idification as it 
controls temperature. And, such 
continuous operation tends to use 
less energy than a larger unit that 
treqently cycles on and off. 

Further, a unit that is oversized 
for the area to be cooled tends to run 
infrequently, thus allowing humidity 
to build up. This results in a 
“clammy” feeling 
The tendency in the past, among 
both dealers and consumers, has 
been toestimate the cooling needs of 
a room based on the area to be 


cooled and then add a little for good 
measure. As a result, many units 
now in use are over-sized. 

Added to that is the trend among 
homeowners to “tighten up” their 
homes with insulation and 
weatherstripping. Usually, such 
“tightening up” is done to reduce 
heatingbills in the winter, but it also 
helps hold down cooling 
requirements in the summer. For 
example, when replacing an 
existing unit of 7J500 BTUH, the 
buyer may be well advised to talk to 
his dealer about a replacement unit 
in the 6,000 to 6,500 BTUH range. 

If you’re buying an air conditioner 
for the first time, and don’t know 
what size to get, take the following 
information to a knowledgeable 
dealer and let him know that you 
know that the slightly undersized 
unit is better. 

First, how large is the area to be 
cooled? Is it well-insulated? How 
many windows are there, and are 
they weatherstripped? If it’s a 
bedroom, will it be necessary to cool 
it during the day, or at night only? 
(If you cool only at night, it may be 
possible to cut the cooling 
requirements drastically.) 

Historically, room air con- 
ditioners are rated by ttyeir BTUH 


(British Thermal Units per Hour) 
capacities and by the amount of 
electricity they use. “Small units 
generally refer to those operating on 
115 volts and delivering cooling 
capacities of 7,000 BTUH or less. 
These usually are used for single- 
room cooling. 

“Medium” units also operate on 
115-volt current and may range in 
capacity from 7,000 to about 13,000 
BTUH These ordinarily are best 
used in multi-room applications, 
such as living-dining room com- 
binations. 

Generally speaking, “large” 
capacity units operate on 230 volts. 
They generally range from about 
13,000 BTUH and go as high as 32,000 
BTUH. Such units often can cool 
more than one room, and the larger 
models sometimes are used for light 
commercial applications.

Delinquent tax fund boots budgets 


A new Wayne County program will 
pump more than $25 million in 
delinquent property tax funds to 
every city, township, village and 
school district in the county (ex- 
cluding Detroit) before the end of 
August, according to County 
Treasurer Raymond J. Wojtowicz. 

“More than half of the funds will 
go for education in Wayne County,” 
Wojtowicz said. “Some $14.1 million 
is earmarked for the 39 suburban 
public school systems, four in- 
termediate school districts and 
Wayne County and Schoolcraft 
Community Colleges.” 

Wojtowicz made the an- 


nouncement at a news conference 
immediately following the public 
sale of $25,060,000 in general 
obligation tax notes (Series 1978) 
The three-year tax notes will finance 
the county’s new “100 Percent Tax 
Payment Fund" authorized by the 
Wayne County Board of Com- 
missioners under Public Act 206. 

“This $25 million tax distribution 
should not be con/used with the 
county’s current fiscal crisis and 
projected $9 to $12 million deficit,” 
Wojtowicz emphasized ‘This tax 
windfall is made possible by a 
delinquent tax revolving fund 


recently established by the Board of 
Commissioners to ease cash flow 
problems and simplify budget 
planning in county municipalities 
and school districts. 

The revolving fund will be 
financed by the sale of the public 
notes to banks and other financial 
institutions. The note holders will be 
repayed when the delinquent taxes, 
plus interest and penalties, are 
collected by the county. 

Under the new program, local 
taxing units will receive a 100 per- 
cent reimbursement from the 
county for the entire amount of their 
taxes due early in the year, the 


treasurer explained 

“In the past, local officials had to 
wait for delinquent taxes to trickle 
in,” he said. “Taxpayers can pay 
their taxes through the end of 
February of each taxable year. 
After that deadline, local tax rolls 
are turned over to the county 
treasurer for auditing, verification 
and collection ” 

Without this new program, local 
taxing units might have had to wait 
for 26 months or longer (May 1981) 
before they were reimbursed for 
1977 delinquent taxes.

Brownstown Township and 
president of the Association of 
Treasurers of Wayne County, at the 
news conference stated: 

“I commend the Wayne County 
Board of Commissioners and the 
county treasurer for working closely 
with us to establish this valuable 
new tax reimbursement program. It 
will give a great boost to outcounty 
treasuries and help all local officials 
plan their budgets better.” 

Wojtowicz said the new system 
has the “overwhelming support of 
local municipal treasurers”. 

“Next year we’ll be able to get the 
funds to the communities much 
earlier,” he said. “This year we’re 
running later in the year because the 
delinquent tax fund was just ap- 
proved by the commissioners in 
April.” 

The new revolving fund also 
provides that, if any delinquent tax 
is not eventually recovered by the 
county (for example, in the event of 
a tax sale), the local taxing unit 
must repay the county with interest. 
Eligible taxing units include the 
county, school districts, villages, 
townships, special assesment and 
drain districts and all cities except 
Detroit. Detroit is excluded from the 
fund because it presently collects its 
own delinquent taxes, but could 
become eligible. 

Wojtowicz said the county plans to 


repay the note holders in three 
major installments of $10 million, 
$10 million and $5 million on May 1, 
1979, 1980 and 1981 respectively. 

Of the delinquent taxes for 1977, 
$5,365,065 is due to Wayne County. 
The figure for cities is $4,763,418 and 
will bedivided as follows. Belleville, 
$27,277; Inkster, $275,286, Romulus, 
$219,649, Wayne, $117,344; and 
Westland, $511,758. 

The amount due townships is 
$727,148, and will be divided as 
follows: Canton Township, $177,778;

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White Castle makes 
'successful invasion'

It was a dramatic invasion. Over 
20,000 of the uniquely squared two- 
inch wide hamburgers with the 
precision holes hit Canton Tow nship 
three weeks ago. 

And it looks like there will be lots 
more coming, according to officials 
of the White Castie where the 
patented miniature hamburgers 
have been selling at a record-setting 
pace. 

They are distinctly smaller in size 
than any other commercially 
merchandised hamburger. But so is 
the price. 

For a mere 20-cents you can gulp 
down the square patty that 
resembles a sal tine cracker with 
five well-calculated punched out 
holes to ensure an even and speedily 
cooked product. 

And from all appearances the 
noticeably white, brick restaurant 
will be an intrical part of the com- 
munity, despite recent heated 
controversy over whether residents 
could “stomach” the physical ap- 
pearance of the eatery. 

During the last few months when 
the building was still in the con- 
struction stage, a planning com- 
missioner resigned from his seat. 

Resident Gus Matzo, whose term 
on the commission was near its 
expiration date anyway, said that 
the eatery was a major reason as to 
why he cut short his township board 
appointed stint. 

“I just thought that if that’s the 
first thing that residents have to look 
at when they come driving into 
Canton, that this community isn’t 
developing the way I had in mind,” 
said Matzo. 

He voted against the eatery' 
locating just east of the 1-275 
freeway and on the south side of 
Ford Road. 

“It’s a God awful looking thing, 
and doesn’t fit in with the 
aesthetically pleasing businesses 
that we have been trying to plan for 
Canton,” added Matzo. 

Other commissioners and town- 
ship board members had the same 
sentiments as Matzo, but because 
the restaurant met all township 
codes and site plan regulations it 
was accepted 

Apparently though, the eatery has 


i * ■ 


now been accepted by the com- 
munity residents themselves, as it is 
becoming increasingly evident by 
witnessing at least 15 cars parked 
outside the diner at any given time 
of the day or night 

“It sure looks like somebody 
wahted us to come,” said Donna 
Ha uk, looking out over the counter to 
view customers lined up in herd-like 
proportions. 

The district supervisor for the 24- 
hour operation says township of- 
ficials were under the wrong im- 
pression of what a White Castle is all 
about. 

“I think they thought we were 
going to be like the five-stool hang 
outs that existed some 40 years 
ago,” she speculated. 

Today’s White Castle, she notes 
has 10 times the seating capacity of 
the original eatery built in Wichita 
Kansas in 1921. The total projection 
for employees now ranges from 60 to 
100 employees per each diner. 

There are 21 of the fast food chain 
diners in the state, with Canton 
being the 21st site, and the farthest 
venture out in western Wayne 
county, say officials of the 
operation. 

While by no stretch of the 
miaginationcould one term the 
small burger a delicacy, Mrs. Hauk 
says that people identify the 
restaurant by the “unique ham- 
burgers.” 

The uniquely shaped patties have 
not always had the holes, nor have 
they always been square. 

Mrs. Hauk said that in 1940 an 
employee devised the burger as it is 
presently noted. “He was always 
coming in late, so the story goes, and 
he never had his hamburgers cooked 
for the customers of the midnight 
shift.” 

Apparently, she said, he needed to 
cook the burgers faster. So he 
started punching holes in them and 
making them thinner. In doing so he 
found that the hamburgers cooked 
faster and more evenly with the 
holes. . 

There was also no need to flip the 
patties over. Voila’ the original

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Glamourize your cooking 



with interesting garnishes

An excellent meal, cooked with a 
gourmet touch, can lose all appeal if 
the “chef” doesn’t consider color as 
well as taste in her plans. Foods of 
one shade, for instance chicken, 
scalloped potatoes, cauliflower, 
rolls, have much less attraction than 
say, chicken, baked potato, broccoli, 
spiced apple ring. Can’t you just see 
the difference in the two plates? 

Garnishes play an important role 
in serving a meal. Think how much 
more attractive your molded salad 
will be when placed on a ruffle of 
lettuce or with a couple sprigs of 
mint, watercress or parsley. 
Whatever the finishing touch, make 
sure it’s good to eat as well as to see. 
Each should add contrast of shape, 
color, crispness or flavor to the food 
it adorns. 

FOR SOUPS: (just before ser- 
ving) top with a sprinkling of minced 
parsley, chives, dill weed, water- 


cress or other fresh herbs. Other 
flourishes might be a spoonful of 
salted whipoed cream with a 
smattering of chives, a thin slice of 
lemon, croutons or a dollop of sour 
cream freckled with paprika. 

FOR FISH: surround your platter 
with parsley sprigs, green pepper 
rings, lemon wedges, small souffle 
cups filled with tartar sauce, thick 
slices of cucumber (unpeeled), 
plump orange slices, grapefruit 
sections, tomato slices dusted with 
dill weed or cracked black pepper, 
or tomato cups filled with tartar 
sauce. 

FOR VEGETABLES: hard 
cooked eggs, sliced, wedged or 
sieved — the latter particularly nice 
on asparagus, spinach or broccoli. 
Sprinkle grated cheese on 
cauliflower, American fries, zuc- 
chini, cabbage or the afore- 
mentioned. Add little round onions, 
young green onions or scallions to 
the sides of casseroles; celery sliced

diagonally or in strips with bits of 
greens attached look well with green 
peas and radish slices on cauliflower 
are a pretty combo. 

FOR MEAT PLATTERS: broiled 
peach and-or pear halves: spiced 
apple rings and stuffed prunes are 
all great with pork: slices of orange 
decorated with watercress or 
parsley make roast duck look even 
better: bunches of red green or 
purple grapes go well with chicken: 
molded cranberry cut-outs placed on 


orange slices really dress up a 
turkey or chicken dish : spiced peach 
halves and watercress might ac- 
company baked ham while sauteed 
mushroom caps, French fried onion 
rings, fresh whole mushrooms, 
glazed onions and buttered carrot 
strips look (and taste) super with 
steak. Serve Dot roast with tinv 
scooped-out tomatoes filled with 
horseradish or creamy horseradish 
sauce. 

FOR SALADS: add at the last 


minute sprays of watercress, mint 
or parsley (depending on the salad 
ingredients); thin strips of pimiento 
or green pepper; green pepper rings 
atop, cream cheese balls, plain or 
rolled in nuts or chives; prunes, 
dates, figs or cherries stuffed with 
seasoned cream cheese or nuts. 


FOR DESSERTS: top plain 
puddings with whole or sliced fresh 
berries or cherries or cubes of 
brightly colored gelatin. Surround 
creamy or frozen desserts with 
contrasting fresh fruits, bananas, 
berries. Decorate dessert plates 
with clusters of berries or grapes 
(which may be dipped in egg white 
and then sugar); ivy or grape 
leaves, mint, a single fresh flower or 
ring the base of a sherbet glass with 
berries. Melon balls, watermelon 
wedges, pineapple spikes, clusters 
of cherries, bananas cut with a 
lattice cutter or scored with a fork 


also add interest to your dessert 
offerings 

Of course, along with all the fuss of 
garnishing your food, you’ll not want 
to lack for a pretty table setting. So 
make sure your tablecloth, runners 
or placemats are in harmony with 
your China or pottery, silver or 
stainless, crystal or glassware. 

Use pretty printed napkins to 
contrast with a plain cloth. Plan an 
interesting centerpiece even if you 
only have a pot of English ivy handy. 
Just glamourize it with a little 
figurine or two, perhaps a grouping 
of squat candles or a couple tall 
tapers off to one side. 

However you do it, make it pretty 
to look at, easy to see over and 
something that blends with the other 
accessories on your table. Food is 
fun but the “added attractions” are 
even more so.

Homemaking: A rote 
filled with platitudes?

"M is for the million things she gave me. . ." "A 
woman’s work is never done.” “Mom, apple pie and 
the American flag." 

The homemaker's role often is reduced to such 
platitudes. Why not? Wives and mothers start out as 
“sugar and spice and everything nice...” So they 
continue through life as a series of cliches. 

But who is the American homemaker — really? 
What are her goals and needs? 

The role of today’s homemaker was explored in a 
recent one-day seminar, “Homemaker: Career in 
Transition.” The seminar, held in New York, 
brought together the various points of view to form 
a more complete picture of this changing 
profession. 

Is it a viable career? Does it fulfill the women in 
it? What changes can be made to make it better? 
These are some of the questions experts in fields 
keyed to the homemaker’s role examined. 

“The homemaker has recently been defined as 
anyone who shares in the responsibility of making 
the home a nurturing, value setting, goal setting, 
self-fulfilling environment,” noted Lenore Hershey, 
Ladies' Home Journal editor. 

“Any discussion of the housewife’s role always 
encompasses the topic of ‘homemaker’s rights,’ ” 
noted Susan Brown, a founder and officer of 
Housewives NOW in her seminar presentation. 

“This is somewhat ironic, however, because 
homemakers do not really have rights. In fact, I am 
convinced that the status of homemakers will not — 
and perhaps even cannot — improve as long as we 
cling to the sexist theories that everything the 
homemaker does is instinctive. Only when women 
are accepted as full human beings with individual 
talents and unique capabilities will homemaking be 
recognized as work.” 

Ms Brown continued to explain to the audience of 
more than 100 women’s leaders how gaining 
recognition for homemaking as legitimate work is 
the key to economic security for homemakers. 

"If I had a magic wand and could change 
homemaking to a ‘real’ job — social security 
benefits, credit reform — inclusion of homemakers 
in the Gross National Product and flexible child- 
care just might appear.” 

This lack of a “wage” for the housewife puts her 
in a dependent position to her husband. 

"Except in the eight community propertv states 
the wife has no share of the property acquired 
during marriage other than what the earning 
spouse gives her as a gift,” explained Catherine 
East, a member of the National Commission on the 
Observance of International Women’s Year and 
moderator of the panel on the homemaker as an 
economic force “At his death, however, she will 
have a right to a widely varying minimum share of 
the estate in almost all states, even if he wants to 
leave her nothing.” 


Why is the homemaker in this isolated position? 
Has she put four walls up around herself? 

“In the early 19th century, people had the village, 

manor home and the extended families in cities for 
socialization,” noted Helena Lopata, sociologist and 
author of "Occupation: Housewife”. “But over the 
years, the family has become an isolated unit. Our 
affluent society has created this strange way of 
living.” 

“But this isolation isn’t necessarily detrimental to 
the homemaker,” noted Linda Fidell, a 
psychologist with California State University in her 
seminar presentation. ‘‘Although many 
professionals in social science and medicine have a 
very negative image of the Irousewife and her role, 
findings from a recently-completed study found 
happy housewives to be twice as numerous as 
unhappy ones.” 

"Every woman is expected to be a housewife and 
mother, no matter what her personality, her talent 
or her temperment. “Yet if the domestic role is 
so ‘inborn,’ why does the culture have to program 
little girls so hard for it with dolls and dishes and 
mini-mops or remind women who are adults that 
ring-around-the-collar is evidence of failing 
feminity, good coffee is grounds for marriage ana 
bad coffee will drive a husband to take a second cup 
from another woman’s pot.” 

Is it worth it? Nine hours per day las compiled in 
a Cornell University study) without pay? These are 
questions each woman must answer herself. 

"There are a lot of women who probably wonder 
what price they will have to pay for exploring,” said 
Erma Bombeck, syndicated columnist and keynote 
seminar speaker. “Will they gain a career .. but lose 
a husband? Will they win a paycheck, but lose 
control at home? Will they feel too inadequate to 
run General Motors., but too educated to ever sort 
socks again? Or. will she commit herself to a new 
ensconced ...and fail?” 

This is the role which women have been 
programmed to accept, noted Letty Cottin 
Pogrebin, author and Ms. editor "When marriage 
pronounces us man and wife, why don’t we notice 
that he’s being pronounced a person and she a role. 

I do not think this is changing despite everything we 
hear about the advances women are making. 

“I see hundreds of women every year in my office 
who are about to be divorced, and it is astounding 
how little they know about their domestic 
economics We do have enormous economic 
potential, but it is only potential ” 

“As Henrik Ibsen observed nearly a century ago, 
women, like certain forms of insects, are expected 
to serve society by bringing forth the next 
generation, then slinking away to die,” Ms Brown 
noted. "Either we live with this brutal statement or 
we can work to change it.”

Stuffed zucchini 


In trying to come up with different ways to use that abundant crop, our 
zucchini, I recalled the night our neighbor invited us over to try a new recipe 
last year. Telling us she was using us as "guinea pigs", Maxine said she was 
experimenting with a new zucchini dish and would we like to be in on the 
sampling. 

It was so good that it just has to be included as this week’s zucchini offering. 

BAKED STUFFED ZUCCHINI 

2 fairly large zucchini 
1 box Stove Top Stuffing Mix 
l /z green pepper, finely chopped 
Swiss, Munster or Monterey Jack cheese 

Wash zucchini, towel dry but do not peal. Cut in half lengthwise, cut in half 
again crosswise and boil in lightly salted water until it begins to get tender. 
DO NOT OVERCOOK. Scoop out pulp and set aside. Make Stove Top Stuffing 
according to directions on package, adding squash pulp and chopped green 
pepper (raw or lightly sauteed in a little oleo or butter.) Fill scooped-out 
quarters with stuffing mix and top each quarter with a piece of cheese which 
just covers stuffing. This may be wrapped loosely in aluminum foil or placed 
in a tightly covered casserole. Bake for 35 minutes in a 350 degree oven. 
Sprinkle Parmesan cheese atop if so desired.

Read this check list first! 


Thanks to a dear, sweet friend, Marge Roberts of Lake 
Pointe Pass, we gals have a new raw vegetable dip to try 
these hot, summer days when only something cool, crisp 
and slenderizing will hit the spot. Granted the dip is NOT 
of a lo-cal nature (the dippees ARE) but good cooks can 
certainly take care of that by substituting dietary 
ingredients if they so prefer. 

This, Marge says, is great with celery, cucumber, 
carrot and zucchini sticks; green pepper strips, cherry 
tomatoes, cauliflower and broccoli clusters, small fresh 
mushrooms, scallions — you name it!

So you’ve planted a garden and 
now you have fresh vegetables 
coming out of your ears. You’ve 
given the home grown delights to 
friends and neighbors, but there’s 
still more on the vine than you can 
eat. 

What should you do? Do what 
thousands of families are doing to 
beat the increasing cost of canned 
foods in supermarkets. That’s home 
canning. 

And before you jump into it feet 
first, read up on home canning to 
find out what you need. Canning has 
advanced a great deal since the 
pioneer days. So here’s a handy 
checklist, compiled by home 
economists, that should cover your 
home canning needs. 

(1) SPOONS for stirring, 
spooning, packing and lifting. Use 
wooden spoons for stirring and 
packing; slotted spoons for lifting. 
Measuring spoons are a must. 

(2) KNIVES should include a good 
paring knife, a sharp chopping knife 
and a vegetable peelev

The canning funnel keeps food off 
sealing surfaces and accurately 
measures head space. The bubble 
freer, a long, smooth plastic im- 
plement (or a similar non-metallic 
utensil) is needed to run down the 
sides of filled jars to remove air 
bubbles without damaging the jar as 
metal objects do 


(15) LIDS AND JARS are an 
essential in canning Stan cbrd home 
canning jars should be bought ac- 
cording to the size appropriate to 
family needs Buy lids from a 
reliable manufacturer, be sure to 
keep the packaging and follow in- 
structions carefully.

Bet not many of you knew that we once had Beard’s

(3) FOOD BRUSHES with stiff 
bristles are needed for carefully 
washing produce. 

(4) SAUCEPANS are needed for 
jams and jellies, heating lids, etc. 

(5) MEASURING CUPS, both dry 
(metal) and liquid (glass)) should 
be on hand 

(6) JELLY BAGS AND 
JELMETER for jelly making. The 
bags of thin fabric help strain juice 
from softened fruit and pulp, while 
the jelmeter, a graduated glass tube 
with an opening at each end, 
measures the jellying power of the 
juice. 

(7) COLANDER OR STRAINER 
holds and drains just washed produce. 

(8) SCALES, with capacity up to 
25 lbs. (11 kg), are needed for 
following recipes where ingredients 
are given by weight. 

(9) TIMER for measuring 
processing times accurately by the 
minute. 

(10) PRESSURE CANNERS the 
right size for your family with either 
dial gauges or weighted, to process 
low acid foods like most vegetables. 

(11) BOILING WATER BATH 
CANNERS to process acid foods, 
like most fruits. Height is important 
because the jars, when seated on the 
canner’s rack, must be covered by a 
*/2 inch of water with an extra Mz inch 
of boiling space above that. 

(12) CROCKS, clean and free of 
cracks and chips, are needed for 
pickling foods. 

(13) JAR LIFTER with soft plastic 
coating and wooden handles keep 
both hands and jars safe when 
removing from canners. 

(14) JAR FUNNEL AND BUB- 
BLE FREER, are both handy items.

The process seems to cease once goal has been 
reached. Ahead looms only a thin future without the continued notice. The 
reducer who filled a dieting life with nothing but diet and no other end but 
becoming slim, slowly slides back into the old ways. If dieting is the sole ac- 
complishment, then obviously the way to obtain attention is to become fat so 
that the diet may begin again. 

Now is the time, while you are on the way down to expand your interests 
beyond the next diet meal. Think about a job. You don’t want a job? Consider 
some volunteer work. Don’t like being tied down to a schedule? Take up a new 
hobby, one that you can tuck into any available crevasse. Just be sure that 
something is waiting to fill the diet void for you once you have reached goal. 

I’m outright telling you that you must exercise your common sense. Find out 
the differences in calories among your favorite foods. Save the higl^calorie ones 
for special occasions and deserved treats. Make the low calorie ones your 
staples. You’ll lose faster and more steadily if you do. 

And that, dear friends, is what dieting is all about. Steady, consistent losses- 
the reward of sound, nutritionally balanced eating. 


Prepare plants for your vacationers 


Nobody wants to come 
home from vacation to a 
house full of dying 
houseplants, a wild, 
unkept lawn and a 
garden overrun with 
weeds and loaded with 
rotten produce. Avoid it 
all with a little 
prevacatioh planning 
and plant care. 

If you’ll be gone for 
two or three weeks or 
longer, arrange for 
someone to mow the 
lawn . A shaggy lawn is a 
tip-off that no one is 
home. Regular mowing 
also helps keep grass 
strong and healthy. 

It’s a good idea to 
invite some friends to 
harvest garden crops as 
they ripen. A neglected 
garden is another si^i 
Jthat no one is home 


It would be asking a 
lot of even good friends 
to expect them to weed 


the garden as well as 
harvest it. To keep the 
weeds from taking over, 
mulch around garden 
crops and between 
rows. Watering 
thoroughly before you 
mulch will help garden 
plants withstand dry 
weather that may occur 
while you’re gone. 

Flower beds will look 
tidy and well tended if 
you remove the faded 
flowers and seed heads 
from perennials and 
annuals before you 
leave. Many flowering 
annuals will stop 
blooming and grow less 
vigorously if they’re 
allowed to go to seed. 

Houseplants that have 
come outdoors for the 
summer will survive 
your absence better if 


drying out quickly in 
warm summer breezes 
or tipping over in the 
wind. 

It’s not such a good 
idea to take houseplants 
indoors if you’re not 
going to be home to 
watch for insect in- 
festations. Your two or 
three week vacation 
away from home could 
give a few imported 
insects time to turn into 


a fullscale invasion. A 
fine welcome home that 
would be! 

Houseplants left in the 
home should be 
thoroughly watered and 
placed in the bathtub or 
in some other humid, 
low-light area. The 
combination of high 
humidity and low light, 
will conserve soil 
moisture and slow plant 
growth so plants are not 


so likely to need water 
again soon. 

You can also group 
plants together in a low- 
light area, water 
thoroughly and cover 
with a clear plastic 
sheet to hold in 
moisture. Because the 
plastic will also hold in 
heat, be sure the plants 
are placed where the 
sun will not shine 
directly on them.

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Consumers Comment^ 

Safeguards control door-to-door sales practices

Many consumers fall victim each 
summer to the unscrupulous 
salesperson who knocks on the door 
offering fantastic prices on products 
ranging from encyclopedias to 
smoke detectors. While some door- 
to-door salespersons may want to 
satisfy their customers, others 
pressure consumers into buying a 
product; then they pocket the down 
payment and skip town. 

To help protect consumers from 
these practices, state and federal 
laws give consumers the right to 
change their minds within three 
days of signing a door-to-door sales 
contract or a deal negotiated over 
the telephone. This means, if you 
want to break a contract signed in 
your home for a product costing 
more than $25, simply write the 
company within three days of the 
sale saying you are cancelling the 
contract. The company must refund 
all of the money paid within ten days 
and make arrangements to either 
ship the product back or pick it up 
within 20 days. 


Like any other contract, be sure

everything is clearly understood and 
filled out before you sign it. Look for 
a notice on the contract which ex- 
plains the three-day cancellation 
procedure; this is required by law. 
The contract also should give the 
name, address and telephone 
number of the company in case you 
decide to cancel the sale. 

Get all verbal promises made by 
the salesperson included in the 
contract and, of course, don’t sign 
one which has any blank spaces. 
Also check the number of carbons of 
the contract. If they are not iden- 
tical, drop the sale immediately and 
destroy what you’ve already signed 
for your own protection. 

Consumers often fall prey to sales 
pitches from a door-to-door 
salesperson which they probably 
would never accept in a store. One of 
these is the "sympathy approach.” 
Door-to-door salespersons may play 
on the emotions to persuade 
someone to purchase their goods by 
saying such things as they are 
working their way through school or 
they are veterans trying to fit back 
into society. Remember, these may 
be professional tactics used to 
manipulate people into buying their 
merchandise. Evaluate the product 
on its own merits; don’t fall for the 
emotional appeal. 

Some door-to-door salespersons 
will claim to represent a charitable 
organization as part of their sales 
pitch. If you hear this approach, 
check with the state’s attorney 
general’s office to see if the charity 
is registered in Michigan. The ad- 
dress is Consumer Protection and 
Charitable Trusts Division, 525 W. 
Ottawa, Seventh Floor, Law 
Building, Lansing, MI 48913; or call 
(517) 373-1140. 

Another common tactic used by 
unscrupulous door-to-door 
salespersons is offering a discount 
on a product, if you get some friends 
or relatives to buy the same item. 
This scheme is illegal under 
Michigan’s Consumer Protection 
Act and should be reported to the 
local prosecuting attorney or the 


State Attorney General s office. 

Some salespersons claim they are 
"conducting a survey" or "offering 
a free gift." Ask for the credentials 


of any survey-taker and remind the 
person offering the free gift that, 
under the Consumer Protection Act, 
a free gift must really be free 


without any hidden obligations

However, some

The presses were humming and the joggers were hustling to pack 
up their bundles.

I backed out of the press room, flipped over to the sports sec- 
ti on (what else) and looked over the lead story quickly. I was 
pleased.

It was about 3 p.m., two hours before the registration deadline for 
the City Championship golf tournament. I figured the morning mail 
had brought with it the final entries, so I decided early that day 
(last Tuesday) to get my lead story about the golf tournament out 
of the way. 

There was no entry blank then from Tom Piscopink, the 
defending champ of the tournament.

When I got back to my desk, there sitting, waiting to make my 
day a double aspirin on-the-rocks day was none other than Tom 
Piscopink. 

"But I have until 5 p.m. to enter," said Piscopink, "and it’s only 3 
now." 

With the big smile that can melt any animosity, Piscopink con- 
tinued: "Now, if you don’t want me to play, it’s o.k. I understand." 

"But, Tom," I pleaded, "you don’t understand. The story about 
you not playing in our tournament is on the presses right now. I’ve 
already written that you're going to by pass this one to get ready for 
the Grand Rapids Publix Match Play. You can’t do this to me." 

"Can’t you stop the presses? Like they say you guys do?" he 
quipped. 

I took Piscopink by the hand and led him into the press room. 
"Please, Tom, tell those guys to ‘stop the presses." 

The rest is history. I’ve always had a sophist philosophy about 
this tournament that the defending champ should have the op- 
portunity to defend his title, so Piscopink got in. 

And he proceeded to tear up the course. He shot a record 136 for 
the 36-hole tournament and the encore victory enabled the father of 
two to become the winningest golfer of this tournament. 

Like all those who take the game seriously, Tom would like to 
turn pro, and like most "finances" are the key to turning that 
dream into reality. 

"It would take me, I figure, about six months of constant playing 
and, of course, I’m going to need some financial backing so that my 
wife, Toni, and my kids, Tammy and Trade, don’t starve " 

Turning pro may be the only way for us to stop Piscopink from 
winning this annual tournament. 

Speaking of the tournament, it has become one of the best of its 
kind — and, if that sounds like we’re patting ourselves on our 
behinds — it isn’t. The reason why this tournament has been an 
outstanding one is because of the golfers, the men and women of the 
local parks and recreation departments, namely, Ron Wolkowicz 
(Inkster), Patti Lynn (Westland), Keith Johnson (Wayne), Mike 
Gouin (Wayne) , and guys like Bill Hawley and Bill Whitworth 
who do most of the paper work involved. 

There is no doubt in my mind that these people are the people who 
deserve the applause for making this tournament something more 
than just an annual golf outing. 

And, there were some golfers who picked up the wrong plaques.

Champ fires record 8 under par 136

It was sticky-humid, hot and it 
even rained but nature or a field of 
119 other ambitious golfers couldn’t 
stop 30-year-old Tom Piscopink from 
defending his City Championship 
Golf title.
